It is my limited experience that pur 
chasing in any size hospital would be 
no problem at all if those high 
places would concern themselves with 
learning a little about the products 
they have to be “bothered” with and 
ippointing responsible, decently paid 
people to investigate the best markets 
and make these purchases.

Like virtually every other activity that uses federal dol- 
lars, hospital programs already are restricting their opera- 
tions under relentless administration pressure for reduced 
spending in the fiscal year starting July 1. In order to 
scale down their spending in an orderly and efficient man- 
ner, the responsible officials start the pruning as soon as it 
is apparent that cuts are inevitable, and don’t wait for the 
July 1 deadline. 

At this writing, as appropriation bills for the various 
health activities follow their painful paths through Congress, 
indications are that the purse strings will be loosened only 
for research. As usual, the (middle-aged and elderly) law- 
makers were preparing to allow the cancer, heart and mental 
health institutes more money than the Budget Bureau 
thought they needed. 

Elsewhere the story is the same—heavy to drastic reduc- 
tions for the Hill-Burton program, the Public Health Serv- 
ice marine hospitals, the military hospitals, Veterans Ad- 
ministration, the Indian Bureau’s medical department. The 
second and third echelon officials who actually run these 
facilities took their first budget beatings within their own 
departments. Then the Budget Bureau’s experts found other 
places to pare down or eliminate. In many cases House 
and Senate committees also found ways to trim still more. 

In a few rare cases—Hill-Burton was one—there was still 
some hope that funds could be restored on House or Senate 
floor when the money bills came up for passage. 

During several long days of testimony before a House 
committee, Dr. John Cronin, head of the P.H.S. Division 
of Hospital Facilities (Hill-Burton) was asked if programs 
such as Hill-Burton “take some of the spirit out of the peo- 
ple,” because the money comes from the federal government. 
Dr. Cronin’s reply, given to a critical if not hostile com- 
mittee, seems to compress into a few sentences the entire 
philosophy of the program. He said: 

“I believe that in a democracy the job to be done is what 
the people of the country want done and how they want 
to do it is to be determined by them. I think the Hill- 
Burton program, at least in my experience with it, which 
is now approximately four years, is a demonstration of how 
the federal government, the local community, and the state 
can get together in a cooperative endeavor to accomplish 
something which many areas of this country are unable to 
accomplish for themselves by themselves. 


“I offer in testimony the fact that this program, with its 
$542 million appropriated by Congress for distribution to 
the states, has been matched by the people of this country 
to the extent of $1,045 million, so that the program today 
is a program of $1.5 billion. .. . 


“I feel that if the community wishes to do it that way, 
that is the community’s responsibility and the community’s 


decision. . . . I might add, Mr. Chairman, that this pro- 


gram, in my personal opinion, is probably one of the best 
defenses there is against any form of what we normally 
consider to be socialization in the medical area. I think 
that opinion is shared by the medical leaders of the coun- 
try and by people of both political-party beliefs.” 

At the same hearing, Roy Harlow, finance officer for 
P.H.S., explained to the committee what would happen in 
some states with split projects if the H-B fund were cut 
from $75 million to $60 million, as proposed by the Budget 
Bureau. 

He said that about 30 states would be affected, and that 
in seven of them the total federal money available wouldn’t 
even match the expected federal contribution to the split 
projects, There would, of course, be no federal money at 
all to apply to new construction or under-way construction 
where the split project procedure had not been used. Mr. 
Harlow listed the seven states and their expected shortages 
as Arkansas, $323,953; Georgia, $40,480; Kentucky, $210,569; 
New Jersey, $323,460; Ohio, $180,149; Rhode Island, $72,- 
147, and South Carolina, $341,724. 


Mr. Harlow added: “We are unable at this time to say 
how many of the states (project sponsors) will be able to 
find other sources of funds. Certainly I would assume that 
where there is only a small amount involved they will be 
able to raise it. In others, I think I am safe in saying they 
will not be able to do it.” 

Did this make an impression on the committee? Not 
much of an impression! It cut the Budget Bureau’s recom- 
mendation from $60 million to $50 million. This repre- 
sents a cut of one-third in the amount recommended by the 
Truman administration. The committee said it was pro- 
viding the $50 million “primarily because of the ‘split tech- 
nic’ of financing, which the committee has been informed 
is technically legal but is certainly one of the most ingenious 
ways of pressuring Congress for continued appropriations 
that the committee has yet encountered.” The committee 
recommended that a detailed survey be made of the pro- 
gram before Congress extends it beyond its scheduled ex- 
piration date of June 30, 1955. 


Public Health Service’s own marine hospitals and special 
hospitals, such as those for lepers and narcotic addicts, also 
are looking toward a full year of belt-tightening. A total 
of $29 million had been asked for them next year in the 
Truman administration budget, or a $1 million increase. 
The Budget Bureau set the figure at $26 million, and at 
the Congressional hearings there was no indication that the 
figure would be increasesd. 


The result, the lawmakers were told, will be “drastic 
constriction” in hospital operations. Complicating the situa- 
tion is decision by Veterans Administration to remove about 
300 of its patients from P.H.S. hospitals. Plans are to close 
ward areas in several hospitals, and possibly to shut down 
completely as many as three hospitals. ; 





DELAY AT BETHESDA 

A snafu, rather than dollar economy, is responsible for 
the delay in opening the $60 million, 500 bed clinical re- 
search center at Bethesda. It was to have opened in April; 
now the plan is to open it in July. 


Here is the chronology, as related by P.H.S. officials: 

1. In February the Bureau of the Budget instructed all 
government agencies on two points: (1) not to spend at a 
rate higher than their January rate of spending, and (2) 
not to hire new personnel. 


2. In March, the F.S.A. administrator (prior to the new 
department) wrote the director of the budget, stating that 
her understanding was that the two restrictions could be 
ignored under the circumstances, that is, the investment 
involved in the Center and the necessity for hiring personnel. 


3. The Budget Bureau replied: “We do not want to do 
that until we get some idea about how much money could 
be spared for 1954 so that the action for the remainder of 
this year would tie in to what will progress next year.” 


4. On April 16, while appropriation hearings were under 
way on Capitol Hill and after the Clinical Center delay 
had been disclosed, the Budget Bureau changed its mind. 
It authorized the Center directors to move ahead toward 
equipping and staffing the new institution. 


The Budget Bureau delay accounted for just two months; 
by the time the shift in direction had been felt at the operat- 
ing end, the delay was three months. Despite this, how- 
ever, the expectation is that about half the Center’s beds 
can be filled by July 1 of next year. 


O.D.M. CLOSE-OUT 

Preparing to close out its entire operation on July 1—a 
result of the abandonment of controls, not economy—is the 
P.H.S. Division of Civilian Health Requirements, which 
for more than two years has been arguing the civilian need 
for scarce materials. 


One of the division’s last responsibilities was the prepara- 
tion of a special study for the Office of Defense Mobilization 
on the requirements of civilian hospital and health facilities 
during a possible period of mobilization. Considered were 
such factors as population migration resulting from the 
expansion of war industries and military establishments, 
need for medical care in mushrooming defense areas, the 
depletion of civilian population incident to increases in the 
military services, and the possibilities of doubling up on 
rooms and in other ways getting more use out of existing 
facilities. 


O.D.M. will match this up against a similar survey of 
what the military services will need in a period of emerg- 
ency, thereby giving a fairly accurate picture of the total 
requirements. The next step will be to check existing and 
potential facilities to determine where shortages may be 
expected. The survey is particularly noteworthy because it 
will be the first time that military and civilian health re- 
quirements have been brought into one pattern. 


Another final study by the division, also for the use of 
O.D.M., was one in a series of surveys of equipment and 
supplies in the health fields to determine what the current 
inventory and production rates are and what may be ex- 
pected in a mobilization period. 


No announcement has been made, but it is likely that 
the remaining responsibilities of this division on July 1 
will be transferred to Dr. Cronin’s Division of Hospital 
Facilities. 


INDIAN HOSPITALS 

A behind-the-scenes contest is under way to determine 
what federal agency is to have responsibility for the health 
of the half million or so American Indians. 


More than a year ago a group of state public health direc- 
tors started a campaign to shift the responsibility, including 
control of Indian Service hospitals, from Department of the 
Interior’s Indian Bureau to U.S. Public Health Service in 
the Department of Health, Education and Welfare. Last 
year P.H.S. took no official position, but informally a num- 
ber of P.H.S. officials indicated they thought it was a 
good idea. 


All that is changed now. The official position of the 
H.E.W. department is that the shift alone wouldn’t ensure 
more or better medical care for the Indians. If they say 
anything, P.H.S. officials now stay within the policy line 
laid down by Secretary Hobby. At this writing, Depart- 
ment of the Interior has not taken an official position. How- 
ever, there is almost no question as to where it will stand: 
it will oppose the transfer for about the same reason as 
P.H.S, and H.E.W. 


Meanwhile, the interested state health officials continue 
their work with congressional committees, a futile effort 
as long as the Eisenhower administration doesn’t ask for 
the change. 


So much for the record. The facts, not on the record, 
are these: (1) The administration won't approve the shift 
mainly because it promises to cost a large amount of money 
(with P.H.S. raising the standard of Indian hospitals). 
(2) P.H.S. doesn’t want the added responsibility because 
(a) it’s afraid Congress won’t appropriate enough money 
for the work, and (4) the service expects it will have trouble 
attracting enough physicians once the doctor draft is lifted 
and physicians won’t be turning to P.HLS. to serve out their 
required two years. (3) There is some talk of a plan to 
shift all responsibility for Indians to H.E.W.,; if such a trans- 
fer actually is being arranged, it would not be expedient to 
shift health functions only at this time. 


NOTES 

Special A.M.A. and Blue Shield committees will work 
together on mutual problems, but have decided not to merge 
into one group. However, some studies will be under- 
taken, including a survey of physician reaction to voluntary 
health insurance, and an effort will be made to arrange for 
more A.M.A. representation in Blue Shield. 


The Office of Education’s “Higher Education,” Vol. IX, 
No. 17, is mainly devoted to a report on professional educa- 
tion in hospitals, prepared by Dean Conley, executive direc- 
tor, American College of Hospital Administrators. 


For policy reasons, P.H.S. is opposing a bill to make 
eligible for a Hill-Burton grant a hospital in La Jara, Colo., 
that was started without prior approval; P.H.S. has no ob- 
jection to the grant but fears a series of such bills if this one 
passes.

The functional aspects of a small 
hospital which provides complete serv- 
ices invariably produce controversy as 
to limitation, especially since they fre- 
quently operate at a financial loss.

Locating the patients’ rooms on 
the south side made possible a won 
derful view and bright, cheerful rooms 
The use of different colors further en 
hances the cheerful effect, and con 
siderable favorable comment has re 
sulted trom the color scheme 
Kitchen and Service. Tile floors 
and facing tile wainscot provide easy 
to-maintain surfaces in this important 
area. Electric equipment and carefully 
located cabinet and other service items 
facilitate the efficient operation of the 
kitchen and storage elements 
Adequate provision has been made 
for handling the many items of sup 


plies, food, garbage and waste and 


separate entrance facilities are located 
in this area which has its own paved 
service court shielded from the public 
and the patients 

Exterior and Construction. The 
brick exterior with overhanging pro- 
tective eaves, grouped metal windows, 
and simple expression of the elements 
of the plan rests well on the side of 
the mountain. The severity of its

The answer of the polio 
advisory committee, with the concur 
rence of the nursing department, upon 
which the brunt of the additional work 
would fall, was emphatically that in 
view of the seriousness of the ept 
demic we should increase our polio 
facilities to the utmost of our ability 

As soon as this decision was reached, 
plans were quickly formulated for 
mobilizing the hospital's resources. In 
a few days an entire floor in the chil 
dren's pavilion, with a capacity of 41 
beds, was vacated of its nonpolio pa 
tients and converted to a polio floor 
Electrical lines carrying alternating 
current were installed in every unit 
A water suction pump was attached 
to each faucet. Screen doors were put 
on all rooms. An additional telephone 
was installed Equipment for disin 
fecting stools and urine was set up 
in the utility room and in all patient 
toilet rooms. All necessary furniture, 
routine and emergency supplies, 
tracheotomy trays, respirators, linen, 
dishes and drugs were quickly assem 
bled 

All polio patients already in the hos 
pital, adult as well as children, were 
transferred to this floor. Of the 41 
beds, 14 were designated for acutely 


ill children, 12 for convalescent chil 


dren, nine for acutely ill adults, and 
six for convalescent adults. All per 
sonnel assigned to the polio work and 
all polio equipment and supplies were 
concentrated on this floor. In order 
quickly to obtain the necessary nurs 
ing personnel, one entire adult nursing 
unit in the main Michael Reese build 
ing was closed off and its nursing 
personnel was transferred to the polio 
unit in the children’s pavilion 

The medical staff, with complete 
understanding and cooperation, read 
ily accepted this reduction in the num 
ber of general medical and surgical 
beds. Medical and pediatric residents 
with special interest and training in 
polio were assigned to the polio unit 
Additions were made to the team of 
packers from the department of physi 
cal medicine, so that there was a team 
of three packers for each 10 patients 
receiving this form of treatment. A 
total of 29 nursing personnel was as 
signed to the unit: 14 graduate nurses, 
seven student nurses, one practical 
nurse, six nurse’s aides, and one stu- 
dent nursery maid 

All patients in respirators and those 
with tracheotomies had private duty 
nurses. Many times these private duty 
nurses were general staff nurses who 
had already worked a full eight-hour 
day but who were willing to give four 
more hours of private duty care to 
these desperately ill patients. Two 
nurses from other hospitals in the city 
frequently came to Michael Reese to 
work on their days off, and two nurses 
were obtained for us by the Red Cross 
The practical nurses and nurses’ as 
sistants proved of great value since 
they stayed with patients needing con 
stant supervision and thus freed the 
graduate nurses for those tasks de 
manding greater skills 

By caring for adults and children 
on one floor, we were able to use our 
medical and nursing — staffs, other 
trained personnel, and special equip 
ment to best advantage. In a matter 
of days following the opening of the 
special polio floor, all the 41 beds were 
filled. During the peak period there 
were as many as 24 patients receiving 
hot pack therapy, and four patients 
in respirators. During the season we 
treated more than 140 acute and post 
acute polio patients. The keys to the 
success of our program were advance 
planning and integrated teamwork

We have found that about 
1S centimeters of negative suction 
and 10 centimeters positive pressure 
on the respirator give the best results 
in most cases.

Description of T tube (Fig. 3) 
One arm is for oxygen or oxygen-plus 
air input. One arm ts for suction 
(corked when not in use). One arm 
is for the expirator and carbon dioxide 
exhalation bottle (not corked ).* 
Nursing and tube care in the tra 
cheotomy patient A vent in the 
suction line is necessary. A hole drilled 
in 14-inch copper tube and inserted 
in the line is adequate. A catheter 
with cut-off end square, and softened 
by heat, should be put in with suction 
off (vent open), then pushed down 
as far as it will go on each inspira 
tion. No damage can be done as long 
as the vent hole is open. When the 
catheter is down as far as_ possible, 
the vent should be closed, then the 
catheter is rotated and withdrawn 
Nurses hesitate to push the catheter 
down far enough, for fear of damag 
ing a bronchus. But the airway to 
the alveoli must be kept open. To 
aspirate the left lower lobe turn the 
head to the right; to aspirate the right 
lower lobe turn the head to the left 
The inner cannula should be removed 
every one to two hours, cleaned with 
pipe cleaners and replaced, the lock 
secured so that crusts do not form and 
clog in the lower portion of the 
outer cannula. Immediately after tra 
cheotomy, suction should be done 
every 15 to 20 minutes.

The 
atalectasis can be relieved somewhat 
by aspiration with a flexible, curved 
aspirator tip through the tracheotomy 
wound.

To aid in this re 
habilitation the ward should be as 
homelike as possible 

A good plan for nursing care re 
quires a well equipped and well or 
ganized ward setup. In laying out a 
polio ward, the first essential is to 
plan with expansion in mind, so that 
polio patients can be adequately cared 
for during epidemics. Postpolio pa 
tients should be kept separate from the 
patients in the acute stage 

It is necessary to have the nurses 
station and charting desk away from 
the rooms so that it may be considered 
room

placed near the nurses’ station and 
away from the rooms, both for con 
venience and so that they also may be

The age-old use of boiling or near boiling water must be 
discontinued if resilient floorings are to be preserved. The 
oils and most of the other components of resilient flooring 
will soon be ruined if extremely hot water is used on them 
The mopper must be apprised of the fact that with modern 
solutions—extremely hot water is no longer necessary or 
desirable. Make an effort to train your mopper to use 
warm—but not hot—water

oils and fats as old types of soap did. They also contain new 
ingredients which enable the soap to stay in solution—and

It just does 
not make any difference whether they foam or not; they 
still clean much more easily than do the old type of soaps 

A much smaller quantity of these newer soaps is needed

Moppy points out that when a mopper gets sore hands, he 
has been using too much soap in his mopping solution 
Moppy is very interested in how his hands look; he doesn’t 
want them to get dried out or sore 


Here Moppy begins to apply his “‘scientific’’ methods. He 
first analyzes his needs. Watch him carefully and learn all 


you can 


His first step is to determine just exactly what type of floor 
this is. Is it a hard floor—a soft floor—or just what kind is 
it? This analysis will help him to decide what to do next 


Moppy knows that if the floor is not very dirty, he will use 
only a very mild soap solution. He knows that if the floor 
is more than a little dirty he must use a slightly stronger 
soap solution. He also knows that if his floor is as dirty as 
his finger indicates, he will have to use one of the stronger 


formulas 


Having determined what type of soap formula he needs 
he places water in the solution section of his mopping outfit 
and makes his mopping solution. He puts in neither too 
little nor too much 


The amount of soap powder or liquid soap to be used is 
determined by the chemical content of each soap or deter 
gent. Therefore, know how potent your soap or detergent 
is—and use accordingly. Check your soap material for its 
alkalinity content and for its dispersion qualities 


One of the mopper’s greatest interests is the lessening of 
his work load. If he can be convinced that the overuse of 
soap in his cleaning solution is increasing his work he will 
soon cut down on the amount he uses. In his effort to reduce 
his work load, the employe usually argues thus: ‘If a small 
amount of soap is good, a greater amount will be better 
The worker is forever, whether consciously or subconsciously 
trying to force the soap solution to substitute for the brawn 
he feels he must put forth. When he is instructed to use 2 
ounces, he will throw in a handful. The instructor must 
continuously stress the evils of leaving a residual 
film on floors. If the worker can be made to understand 
that a residue of soap will attract more and more dirt, and 
will thereby increase his work load, he will soon realize that 
he must hold to a prescribed soap formula

Study this formulation chart well. It is the basis for de 
termining the correct solutions 

Under “Soil” are listed the determinants, namely 
Soil,’ “Medium Soil,” ‘Light Soil.” It requires no great 
mental effort to reason that the heavy soil, which may con 
sist of greases or oils, deeply ingrained dirt, body wastes 
or medications will require a higher concentration of soap 


Heavy 


in the mopping solution 

Medium soil is that which is found upon floors that receive 
only a moderate amount of traffic. Too, the frequency of 
floor care has much to do with the amount of soil on the 
floor. The floor which receives daily care will rarely have 
any deep-seated soil upon it 

Light soil may consist of just a dust film. The area that 
is far removed from heavy traffic and is only occasionally 
used will no doubt be a “‘light soil’ area 

The type of surface is also an important determinant in 
the choice of formula. Please note that this formula chart 
is divided into two surface types: For the hard surfaces a 
high alkali soap may be used, whereas a low alkali soap 
must be used on soft floorings. To go a step further, it is 
usually advised that the soft flooring should have a neutral 
or nonalkali) soap solution. Cleaning materials or clean 
ing chemicals which veer to the acid side of the pH scale 
are also harmful and must be used very judiciously 

For a hard flooring with heavy soil, a high alkali soap 
may be used in the amount of 4 to 6 ounces to the gallon 
of water. For a hard flooring with medium soil, use a high 
alkali soap in the amount of 2 to 4 ounces to the gallon 
of water. For hard floorings with light soil, use a high alkali 
soap in the amount of '2 to 2 ounces to the gallon. For

The nature of abrasives should be described so that the 
worker can better understand how damaging they can be 
to surfaces. If the worker understands that “abrade”’ means 
to cut’ it will reduce his desire to use it so profusely. If 
he can further be shown that each of the tiny edges in 
abrasives may be little glass-like particles with sharp cutting 
edges, he will better understand how these will cut the 
flooring as well as the dirt

The ‘‘take-half’ safety principle should be introduced 
here and discussed at great length. By taxing half—and 
leaving the other half of the floor dry and open to traffic 
—Moppy does a great public service. Through this pre- 
caution he forestalls many slip accidents and protects the 
newly cleaned half from messy foot tracks 


Can you imagine the consternation of the patient who must 
take such a “bumping”? If he is very sick this bumping 
of the mop against his bed would be dangerously dis- 
turbing. It would not take many such bumpings to have the 
bed legs splashed up either 


Here the importance of not splashing onto baseboards or 
up onto walls must again be emphasized. Moppy teaches 
that the mopper must approach the baseboard area gin 
gerly, with a slow, nonsplashing action. To go a step 
further, the instructor must demonstrate how Moppy does 
approach the baseboard cleaning. Though this step is not 
shown—it is performed as follows: 

Moppy stoops down, takes a handful of the mop strands 
and with them, washes, rinses or dries the baseboard with 
a manual operation. This rounds out the boseboard and 


corners’ mopping procedure 


The instructor should point out the flying drops of water 
which are shown here. When the wet mop hits against the 
baseboard it is very common for droplets of cleaning solu 
tion to rebound onto any adjacent surface. These droplets 
cannot be left upon the spotted surface for they would 
create an unsightly appearance. Too, if they are not 
immediately removed they may cause a degeneration of the 
painted surface—be it wall, woodwork, or baseboard 
Added to this, it will create a gummy spot which in turn 
will act as an adhesive for new dirt accumulations 


Baseboards and corners are dirt-catchers. They will need 
more than mopping care to keep them acceptably clean 
A hand scrubbing or a thorough hand washing must be 
performed with reasonable frequency 


Small operations which must be done on hands and knees 
can be very onerous, especially if the operation has any 
physical difficulties. It is therefore well for the instructor to 
acknowledge this—and to show enough concern for the 
employe to provide a comfortable knee pad. The knee 
pad shown here is a rather soft latex pad. It may be cov 
ered with a clean slip cover, or used as is. If the top can 
be kept clean the worker will not soil the knees of his uni 
form while kneeling upon dirty surfaces 


There are several reasons why the deck-brush must often 
be used: A scrubbing machine may not be available; the 
floor may have deeply imbedded soil which ordinary mop 
ping methods will not remove; the noise of an electric 
machine may be objectionable. In these cases the use of 
a deck brush is an expedient answer. It is often good 
technic to use a combination of mop and deck brush. The 
deck brush can be used to root dirt out of corners and it 
can also be used to “‘spot-scrub”’ in heavy traffic areas and 
where stubborn dirts are imbedded 

Again, we show consideration for the worker. A ‘stand 
ing up” scrubbing job much easier than a kneeling job 
This is the easiest method of floor scrubbing. Scrubbing can 
be much more efficiently performed with a mechanical 
scrubber than with any manual methods

falsity of Dr. Davis's statement was 


not discussed: nor was there any di 


cussion of fee-splitting in two later 
meetings of the executive council 
which considered charges against him 
Consideration was confined to whether 
he was guilty of unethical conduct as 
a member of the Chicago Medical So 
ciety in making a public statement 
is a regent of the American Colleg 
of Surgeons. In the verdict, therefore 
Truth was not to be the test of moral 
purpose! 

There was no question ot whether 
the fee-splitting problem was an in 
creasing one in Chicago, as Dr. Davis 
spelled out in his statement before the 
committee on ethical relations. Actu 
uly, to prove this, he needed to go no 
further than the resolution then pend 
ing before the society proposing that 
the code of ethics be redefined to make 
fee-splitting ethical. This resolution ul 
timately resulted in a reaffirmation of

The punishment for conviction of 
unethical conduct is expulsion, sus 
pension or censure. No one of these

At a subsequent meeting of the 
college's board of regents, whose right

The untorrcunate victims of infec 
tion by ambulatory patients will be 
leprived of the benefits of drug treat 
ment, Dr. Brown asserted, in defense 
of hospitalization of tuberculous pa 
tients The injustice of this is not 
liminished when one considers that 
proper treatment of the original pa 
tients from the onset would have pre 
vented them from spreading their 
disease after diagnosis and that such 
contacts as had been infected earlies 
would have been infected with tubercle 
bacilli that were drug sensitive 

Lr Daniel Ww ide lock assistant direc 
tor of the bureau of laboratories of the 
New York City Health Department 
reported experience in the ambulatory 
treatment with isoniazid of a group of 
clinic patients.

Dr. Edwards estimated that 50,000 
additional beds are needed for tuber 
culosis patients but said that it is 
highly problematical” they will be 
come available. Therefore, he sug 
gested, ways must be found to make 
greater use of the beds now available 
The intelligent use of drugs prior to 
hospitalization and following discharge 
may help solve the problem, he stated 

Dr. Nicholas D. D'Esopo, chief of 
tuberculosis service at Veterans Ad 
ministration Hospital, West Haven 
Conn., in discussing the papers, em 
phasized that the use of drugs with 
ambulatory patients should never be 
considered except in terms of pro 
longed chemotherapy and then only 
with selected patients. He expressed 
the opinion that drug treatment should 
not be started on an outpatient basis 
even though in some places, such as 
New York City, this type of expert 
ment might be justified

Providing a neat switch on 
this suggestion, the advice that came 
from one insider could be given with 
equal cogency to hospital administra 
tors, public utilities executives or loco 
motive salesmen: “Think about long- 
term goals as well as daily tasks,’ Dr 
Arthur C. Bachmeyer, now director of 
the Commission on Financing Hos 
pital Care, insisted, elaborating on a 
principle that was once expressed, in 
terms that were widely misunderstood, 
by Beardsley Ruml, the pay-as-you-go 
tax man who is now treasurer of 
Macy's. Ruml said that any executive 
who didn’t spend at least half his time 
doing nothing but thinking was prob- 
ably wasting his employer's money. 
Dr. Bachmeyer was more explicit, 
and less likely to be misinterpreted as 
having recommended daydreaming, if 
not downright loafing: “The adminis- 
trator should keep the larger view con- 
stantly in mind,” he said. “Think about 
the attainment of goals and the hos- 
pital’s place in society, not merely 
about your daily tasks.”

to give a more nearly accurate record 
of oxygen used in oxygen therapy; 
special medication dispensing carts,

This year’s Nellie Gorgas Memorial 
Lecture was given by James A. Hamil 
ton, professor of hospital administra- 
tion, University of Minnesota. In 
opening his lecture, Mr. Hamilton 
asked, “Where are we now and where 
are we going in the hospital field? 
Changes and advances in medical sci 
ence and practice,” said Mr. Hamilton, 
“will force us to reevaluate our whole 
program. The increasing amount of 
work being done on the prevention 
of disease will change our whole con- 
cept of hospital design and function. 

Mr. Hamilton predicted increasing 
specialization within the ranks of the 
medical profession and said that this 
trend will force a great increase in 
group practice medicine centered 
around and in hospitals. This is like- 
ly to mean that doctors will concen- 
trate all their practice in one hospital 
rather than divide their time among 
several. Patients will go to the gen- 
eral practitioner in the group practice 
clinics much as they now go to theit 
family physician. This general prac- 
titioner will guide the patient through 
the group practice clinic to various 
specialists and finally interpret the re 
sults of their study to the patient, 
Mr. Hamilton said 

In discussing the economics of med- 
ical and health care in the future, Mr 
Hamilton said that a larger percentage 
of the consumer's income will go for 
health care and with this will come a 
higher level of health and better stand- 
ards of medical and hospital care in 
this country. “We should stop apolo- 
gizing for our increasing hospital costs 
and start boasting about our new 
services and higher standards,” said 
Mr. Hamilton True economies in 
medical and hospital care can and will 
be effected by stopping abuses such as 
the overuse of hospital facilities and 
the carrying out of unnecessary pro- 
cedures. Social groups will replace 
the individual as the payer and the 
provider of organized medical and 
hospital care,” Mr. Hamilton said.
